BEVIEW OF NEW BOOKSA

—"“A Handbook of Legendary and Mytho-
logical Art,” by Clara Emkine Clement, pub.
lished by Hurd & Houghton, has been sent ns
by Porter & Coates. In hor preface the an-
thor states that this work origioated in her
own experienon of the want of some hand-
book of reference, both in reading and in
visiting art gallories, and that it has been
written for the purpose of instruoting her
own children, for acquiring herself a more
exnot knowledge of the subjeots treated therein,
and to supply to others who may need it
information about legendary and mythological
subjects so frequently treated by artiats of
all agea. The first division of the book de-
scribes symbolism in art; the second gives
the legends and stories which have been
illustrated in art! principally those of a re-
ligious character; the third division gives
the legends of place; and the fourth division
briefly recounts the ancient myths illustrated
in art. The work is profusely illustrated
by examples from the performances of the
best ancient and modern masters, and it con-
taine mnch interesting and valuable informa-
tion. A greater amonunt of art culture than
Mrs. Clement apparently possesses should
bowever be brought to the preparation of
snch a book as this, if it is to have a per.
manent value with artists and real connois-
seurs and is to fulfil all the condilions
compiler has drawn her informatton from a
great number of standard authorities, and

the hand-book is accurate and valuable go far
a8 it goes. Its usefulness wonuld be greatly
increased, however, if it were arranged as a
dictlonary, and if the various legends related
were supplemented by briefl mention of the
most important pictures and statues which
illustrate them, Mrs. Clement plainly lacks |
the knowledge necessary for the preparation
of a oritical werk, and this hand-book, while |
it will be a valuable addition to any artistic |
library, might easily be improved upon if
some one who has made art a stady were to
undertake the task,

From Porter & Contes we have also re-
ceived the *'Heir of Redelyffe,"” by Miss Yonge,
anthor f the ““T'wo Guardians,” eto. Pub-
lished by D, Appleton & Co. This is n neat
two-volume edilion of a very interesting
novel which for & number of years has miin-
tained a merited popularity.

—“Our Girls” is the title of a book by Dr,
Dio Lewis which has jusl been issued by
Harper & Brothers, and which we have re-
ceived from Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger.
r. Lewis writes in a genial vein, and, with
the exception of a tendency at times to
elanginess, ‘*Oar Girls'”" is thoroughly excel-
lent in manner and matter. It givesimport-
snt and valuable advice with regard to
female dress, and the numerous moral
sand sanitary ¢nestions connected therewith,
end much good counsel about the proper
menns to be pdopted for the preservation of
bealth, There are some excellent hints with
regard to women's work and wages, a chapter
on matrimony, and dissertations upon a va-
riety of other subjects of interest to girls of
all sges. The agreeable s'yle 1n which this
work is written will doubtless secure it many
readers, when a more polished performance
would secure none; and while the geniality
of Dr. Lewis sometimes ruus rather over, his
defects of style are such as will rather aid
{tan impede the object he has in view.
